Investigation reveals that Westover Approach Con- 
trol contacted "POWDER" at 1107 EST. At that time "PODER" 
had no radar targets corresponding with Westover Observations. 
(No explanation is available for the 8,000 foet target re 
ported in paragraph 1.) "POWDER" in turn contacted "HA 
(Fighter Air Division). "HARDWOOD" then contacted Mitchell 
Control and was informed thet a -lMetebe FeIFQquipped with 7 
Beacon, was flying in the Nashua, New Hampshire and Lowell, 
Massachusetts area, at 4,000 to 5,000 altitude. Thoy also 
stated that this beacon could cause 2 radar blips or targets)

2. Mr. Robins AFE, was 
interviewed by the Intelligence Office on 29 January 1951. He stated that in 
the lete afternoon of 25 January 1951 ho was lying on the couch in his spart- 
ment when his young son cama into the house and shouted, "Daddy, there's en 
airplane on fire!” Mr, MESEMB rushed outdoors and looked up at the sky, where 
he chservad the phenomenon as hereinafter releted, He identified the time as 
1624 hours EST. 


3. Mra thought et first that the object in the sky was a jet plane 
on fire and that the pilot had pulled up, trying to get cut of a stall, The 
chject did not appesr to be moving but just sat there, He then realized that 
it was not a burning aircraft because "an enormous fire or light from the top 
of the caes yant to a point several foet above the object", There was no 
smoke, and the light did not flicker but maintained a steady plow. In color 
it was "between a blue-white and a red", unlike anything Mr, Farmer had ever 
seen before, 


4. The object as first sighted by lr ares in the South and at an 
altitude of 4,000 to 6,000 feat, It was oblong in shane and appesred to be of 
uniform thickness throughout, rather "like a flattened oranga, but not round", 
Vy <Q estimated the length of the cbjoct as approximately 150 feet. In 
color it was dull, perhaps black, without any gloss. = 


5. Mr, Detected no ofor, sav no smoke, and heard no noisa, 


6. The light seemed to be projected from the entire unit, not just the 
center, The thing which most impressed Mr, @@MMewes the way in which the 
light "pointed" the movement of the object, ‘Tha point of light would move, 
then the object would move, as though the object were attached to the point 
with strings. Tha point of the light would lean over, then the object would 
move until it was directly contered under the point, then both point and object 
vould rise, Mr, ompared the action to “climbing steps", This happened 
epproximately four times, Attseched is a drawing mede by Nr. Fme: an at- 
tempt to present in pictorial form the movement of the object.

ed an unidentified flying object at Warner Robins, Georgia, on 25 January 
1961, together with a drawing made by lr. - Ur. SMM iden-. 


tified the time of sighting at 1824 hours EST. 


2. Check with Major Robert G. Higgins, Station weather Officer at 
Robins Air Force Base, resulted in information that a weatner balloon was 
released from the Base eather Station on 25 January 1951 at 1600 hours 
EST. This balloon was not illuminated by candle or other means. Major 
Higgins expressed the opinion that the balloon released at 1600 hours | 
could not have been aloft at 1824 hours. No record of tine of breakage 
of rəforenosd balloon vas available. Howəvor, Major Higzins stated’ that 
such balloons are normally down within an hour-and-a-half.
